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 Parking Space to Dining or Retail Conversion

Pursuant to the Mayoral Order issued on April 26, 2022, businesses on Main Street, Union Street and 

Cottage Street may apply to convert parking spaces or other public property to dining or retail areas.   

 

Any business may make an application to convert public parking or property for the use as restaurant 

dining or retail space subject to the approval of Police, Fire, DPW and Health.  Public safety 

concerns and requirements are of highest priority and a request may be denied if concerns related to 

public safety are not met (please note: yellow painted lines in the roadway cannot be blocked and 

cannot be used for dining or retail areas).  Applicants are encouraged to consider options on private 

property.  No alcohol shall be served in spaces expanded onto public property or expanded spaces on 

private property.

Once complete, the form and associated plans will be sent Police, 

DPW, Health Department, and Mayor's office, for review and approval.  To the extent possible, these
